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TECHNICAL COMMITTEE REPORT 
By Bill — W6EOAV 


This report provides an overview of the items discussed dur- 
ing the November Technical Committee meeting. Items in 
black were the agenda items. Red are remarks to the agenda 
items. 


Voter System 
Goal: Design, build and test a 147.33 MHz voter system con- 
sisting of a central voter site and one remote site (Phase 1): 


e Phase 1 Items to be completed as time permits: 


O Adjust UHF link transmit antenna - KBOA will use his 
analyzer to check the receive antenna system. Still 
scheduled. 

O Sync the hang times of Station 4 and the remote - 
KBOA reprogrammed the remote transmitter which 
N1ETV has reinstalled. Appears to be working proper- 
ly. More testing will be done. 

O Calibrate the local and remote audio levels and re- 
sponses - KBOA will use the IFR to set levels. Still 
scheduled. 

e Phase 2 initial items: 


O Determine the transmitter’s coverage areas and 
“dead zones” for possible remote sites: 
Use Splat to identify the “dead zones”. 
KBOA, KBOMPX and NOLAJ will evaluate the 
Splat application to determine if it is viable for our 
use. Skype conference with the group to be 
scheduled to discuss the evaluations. 


ST. Anthony Repeater 

Goal: Improve coverage: 

e Inspect physical antenna for proper installation. If ok, 
either raise the current antenna or replace it with an 
omni: 

O WWOLF has built the necessary coax jumper. 


O KOHTX will supply the necessary ladder(s) - The 
antenna base is 32’ above the roof. 

O KBOA and WWOLF will determine the maximum 
length of ladder that can be carried on the elevator 
or up the stairs. 

e Tech committee members will record the present sig- 
nal strength for benchmarking after the antenna is 
raised. Still in progress. 


Goal: Adjust transmitted PL tone level. Some Tone Squelch 

receivers experience dropouts. 

e WWOLF measured the PL tone deviation to be 600 Hz, 
the proper amount. Perhaps problem caused by phase 
distortion in the received signal. Closing this item.

Noise at Station 4 

Goal: Reduce the power line noise affecting all systems: 

e WWOLF has identified the pole causing the problem. 
He will get Xcel to generate a work order to resolve the 
noise issue. 


New MotoTRBO Repeater 

Goal: Build a new MotoTRBO repeater: 

e Due to notification that digital repeater frequencies are 
going fast, KBOA has submitted a Request for Coordi- 
nation (RSE) to the CCARC for a pair of MotoTRBO 
frequencies to be used by the club. The RSE has speci- 
fied the St. Anthony Hospital campus as the site. 

e Develop a project plan. Waiting to see club members’ 
feelings after seeing the MotoTRBO presentation at the 
November club meeting. 


TS-940 Failure 

Goal: Determine if re-soldering and cleaning connectors will 

fix radio: 

e KOTOR has re-soldered many bad connections, re- 
placed several bad solid state devices and reset the 
erratic CPU. He is now troubleshooting the built in auto- 
matic tuner. 


Additional Items 


@ WOGV is working to acquire a door key for the Hudson 
site. Still in progress. 


@ WOGYV is working with the Rocky Mountain Ham group 
to keep the status of their 3 GHz date backbone system 
available to the Tech Committee. WOGV will be the 
interface between the DRC and the Rocky Mountain 
Ham group. 

e WWOLEF is looking at the feasibility of using a surplus 
Harris Marine HF radio for the 20 meter side of the club 
packet gateway. Not feasible as the radio will not go 
higher than 10 MHz. Closing this item.

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SAFE WI-FI COMPUTING 
PART 3

HOTSPOT SECURITY 


As mentioned earlier is this document, Wi-Fi hotspots 
are considered “war zones” where the enemy is hackers 
waiting to attack a user’s station. Part 3 of this document 
discusses configuring a Windows 7 station for secure 
hotspot operation. Part 4 will discuss configuring a Win- 
dows XP station for secure hotspot operation. A lot of 
the following information also pertains to using these 
operating systems on home Wi-Fi network. Depending 
on how your computer is configured, your screens may 
be a bit different than those shown below. If so, the fol- 
lowing will serve as a guide for configuring your system. 
The reader might want to review the acronym definitions 
contained in the introduction to this document. 
Configuring and using Windows 7 in hotspots. 


When a user begins the Wi-Fi connection process, Win- 
dows 7 gives the user a choice of using a private ora 
public profile. The private profile is for use on a private 
Wi-Fi network and the public profile is for use ona 
hotspot Wi-Fi network. Using a public profile automati- 
cally tightens up the firewall security settings. 


Before enabling the station’s Wi-Fi for hotspot use, the 
user needs to insure that the options are set in the pub- 
lic profile which disables file sharing and makes the sta- 
tion invisible to other stations on the hotspot Wi-Fi net- 
work. This aids in preventing hackers from attacking the 
station. 


Also, the user must disable Automatic Connects to all 
but the home network contained in the station’s Wi-Fi 
Profile List. Disabling Auto Connects prevents the sta- 
tion from automatically connecting to a bogus hotspot 
network. For example, a hacker at a hotspot may be 
emulating an AP and beaconing as several common 
networks, such as Starbucks, Barns and Noble, Free Wi 
-Fi, etc. Should one of these networks be in the station’s 
Profile List, and set for Auto Connects, the station may 
connect to the bogus network. The user may not be 
aware of the bogus connection. Also, even if the station 
user connects to a valid hotspot Wi-Fi network, a hacker 
can force the station to disconnect and reconnect to his 
bogus network if Automatic Connects has not been disa- 
bled. This feature, called Roaming, was discussed in 
Part 1 of this document. Roaming allows a station to 
automatically connect to another network if contact is 
lost with the original network.

On Friday, November 4th, The Salvation Army’s (TSA) 
Western Territory Headquarters (THQ) initiated a radio 
exercise linking TSA Division Headquarters (DHQ) in Col- 
orado, Arizona, and across California. The exercise was 
designed to simulate conditions in the Southwest Division 
(SWD) (Phoenix) after a dirty-bomb rendered all infra- 
structure communications inoperable. THQ coordinated 
the effort and simulated dispatching mass feeding re- 
sources from across the Western Territory in support of 
the SWD. 
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DRC invested a significant amount of technical exper- 
tise, equipment and effort last year to get the TSA’s 
SATERN ham station up and operating. I’m pleased to 
report that the station allowed TSA Intermountain DHQ 
in Denver to not only participate in the exercise, it also 
allowed Territory Headquarters (THQ) in Long Beach to 
pass traffic to DHQ’s in California and Arizona with the 
Denver DHQ relaying traffic. Interestingly, there were 
two DHQ’s in California that the THQ in Long Beach 
was unable to talk with directly and they relied on our 
station for relays. 


Hats off to the DRC Team that designed, engineered, 
and implemented the station and R7 antenna. “It works 
great!!” 


SOLAR NEws 
Part 1 


The Coronal Heating Process 


The Sun's outer atmosphere the Corona is hotter than 
1,000,000°C (1,800,000°F) while the visible surface has 
a temperature of only about 6000°C (10,000°F). The 
nature of the processes that heat the corona, maintain it 
at these high temperatures, and accelerate the solar 
wind is a third great solar mystery. Usually tempera- 
tures fall as you move away from a heat source. This is 
true in the Sun's interior right up to the visible surface. 
Then, over a relatively small distance, the temperature 
suddenly rises to extremely high values. Several mech- 
anisms have been suggested as the source of this 
heating but there is no consensus on which one, or 
combination, is actually responsible.

PAST & FUTURE PROPAGATION CONDITIONS 


By Bill —- W6OAV 


This article provides two charts: the propagation conditions for last month and a forecast for this month’s propagation condi- 
tions. 


USING THE PROPAGATION INDEX CHART 


Note two things on the chart: the trend of the SFI and A indexes and the date of largest SFI peak. The trend of the SFI shows 
the progress of the solar cycle during the past month. The SFI peak allows the rough forecasting of the reoccurrence of SFI 
peak in the next month. In order to “forecast* the next SFI peak, note the date when the SFI peak occurred and project out to 
about 28 days. Due to the sun’s 28 day rotation, the SFI peak will often reoccur in about 28 days. The reason is because the 
sun spots causing the SFI peak move with the sun’s rotation and face the earth every 28 days. This 28 day repetition will be- 
come more pronounced as the solar cycle improves. Refer to the September 2010 Roundtable for more complete information 
on the “SFI” and “A” indexes.
